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£lOm plan 
proposed 
to revamp 
main road 

AROUND £10 million will 
be ploughed into improving 
one of the busiest routes 
through Walsall under plans 
to ease congestion. 

New signalised junctions 
will be created, pedestrian 
crossing points added and 
better bus stops installed as 
part of the scheme for the 
A461 Lichfield Road 

Walsall Council is leading 
the proposals although its 
highways officers say they 
are currently in the concept 
stage and, even if rubber- 
stamped, work will not begin 
until at least 2015. 

The route is the main link 
between Walsall town centre 
and Brownhills. Initial 
details for the scheme have 
been revealed as it has 
emerged £100,000 has been 
set aside to look at the feasi¬ 
bility of works. 

Roundabout 

Areas earmarked for 
improvements include the 
Mellish Road roundabout; 
Rushall traffic lights, 
Salters Road traffic lights 
and Shire Oak traffic lights. 

Car parking, pedestrian 
crossing pointsand bus stops 
and shelters will also be 
improved. 

It comes as a £26m plan to 
create a new road network in 
Darlaston is due to get under 
way next year as part of 
moves for the enterprise 
zone. The scheme is set to 
see better access links con¬ 
necting Darlaston to the 
A454 and the M6. 

Church fund

AN HISTORIC church in 
Walsall has received a 
funding boost as part of its 
ambitious £195,000 conser¬ 
vation plans. 

Rushall Parish Church is 
looking to preserve its dis¬ 
tinctive features, including 
rare paintings which date 
back more than a century. 

The church has been 
awarded a total of £3,000 
from the Staffordshire His¬ 
toric Churches Trust. The 
Leigh Road church has 
already received almost 
£70,000 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and other 
sources.

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Church bid to fund new stainless steel roof 


A £190,000 funding bid for a replace¬ 
ment roof at the oldest church in 
Walsall has been submitted - and 
has passed the first round of 
scrutiny. 

A new roof is needed at St 
Matthew’s Church after thieves 
stripped its lead and left a £400,000 
repair bill. Building bosses have 
asked for the funds from English 
Heritage and the outcome is due to 
be announced by the end of the year. 

The theft last September left rain¬ 


water leaking through the roof. 

It comes after a five-figure sum 
was spent to replace the roof of the 
church’s community centre with felt 
following a copper theft, and 
another £40,000 lead theft from the 
main church building. 

The Rev Colin Gibson said: “The 
funding bid has gone in and it has 
got passed the first round. 

“We are applying to English Her¬ 
itage, which has made it clear it 
won’t fund a non-metal solution. 


The roof needs to be replaced with 
stainless steel. 

“We need to make the roof water¬ 
tight. During the summer, rain was 
still getting in and damaging the 
interior. 

Unsafe 

“We had to close the children’s 
chapel briefly. People cleared up the 
mess and removed unsafe plaster.” 

It is the second time the church 
has submitted a funding bid to 


English Heritage after being turned 
down for a grant. 

The church, which dates back to 
the 1100s, is also planning a £1 
million restoration project. Repairs 
are needed on crumbling plaster- 
work, iron-framed windows, the 
balcony and staircase. 

Other improvements could 
include the removal of raised floor¬ 
ing, new chairs and toilets with baby 
changing facilities.

problem. 

“The school and council 
quickly ensured the contam¬ 
ination was contained and 
called in specialist services 
to deal with the issue.” 

The nursery will reopen 
on September 24.

gardener 

'exploited' 

POLICE found a drugs 
factory capable of producing 
£33,000 worth of cannabis a 
year when they raided a 
house in Walsall. 

They also discovered 
Robert Jednorog, who had 
been cultivating the 40 
plants growing at the prop¬ 
erty in Bassett Street. The 
Polish-born 26-year-old 
from Pearce close, Dudley, 
had been in the country 
since 2004, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Prosecutor Andrew 
Molloy said the drug crop 
was worth up to £11,000 in 
street sales and could have 
generated an annual yield of 
£33,000. 

Jednorog had been receiv¬ 
ing free accommodation in 
return for working as a ‘gar¬ 
dener’ on the drug farm. 

He was vulnerable after 
spending a short time in a 
mental hospital, said Peter 
Arnold, defending. 

Mr Arnold added: “He 
required money, was in a 
fragile state and did what 
was asked of him. He was 
exploited.” 

Jednorog had spent 108 
days in custody. He admitted 
cultivating cannabis and 
was given a 12-month sen¬ 
tence suspended for two 
years with 200 hours unpaid 
work. 

Court tags 
trader in 
fake goods 

AN ILLEGAL trader was 
caught with more than 3,000 
fake DVDs, handbags and 
purses in Walsall. 

Police swooped after Carl 
Smith was found with coun¬ 
terfeit goods at the Bescot 
Retail Park last December. 

He admitted selling DVDs 
with a fake trademark and 
received a community order 
with a 16-week curfew, an 
electronic tag and to pay

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New suite 
will help 
children 

A NEW facility which will be 
used by social services, 
police and health agencies to 
help protect vulnerable chil¬ 
dren has opened in Walsall. 

The Starfish Suite at the 
Manor Hospital and has 
been designed to examine 
children at risk in a safe and 
secure environment. 

It comes after Walsall 
Council’s care and safe¬ 
guarding of vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and its capacity to 
improve were branded as 
“inadequate” in a damning 
Ofsted report. 

The opening of the suite 
has been a long-term aim for 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, which earmarked 
space for the facility in the 
hospital’s £170 million 
revamp. 

Consultant paediatrician 
Dr Vidya Rao said: “The 
Starfish Suite is a much- 
needed facility that provides 
a safe and welcoming place 
for children at risk to be 
examined. It will be avail¬ 
able 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, to all agencies 
in the borough and will 
foster the joint working that 
is so vital for safeguarding 
children.” 

The name of the suite 
came from the story of a 
little boy picking up 
stranded starfish on the 
beach and throwing them 
back into the sea. 

Dining hall 
extension bid 

A FOOD hall at a school in 
Walsall will be extended, 
under plans submitted to 
Walsall Council. 

The proposal is for Shire 
Oak Academy in Lichfield 
Road, Walsall Wood. It is 
hoped the single-storey 
extension will ease conges¬ 
tion at meal times in the 
main food hall. 

The 314 sq ft extension 
would be connected to the 
existing school block. 

A statement, submitted 
with plans, says there is no 
current plans to increase 
staffing levels in connection 
with the application. 

The extension will be con¬ 
structed in material to 
match rhw existing building 
in colour, texture and 
design. 

Snake run over

Board set to oversee care improvements

THE formation of an independent board to 
oversee improvements in children’s services 
in Walsall was set to be approved by council 
chiefs yesterday (Wednesday) 

The Improvement Board will be asked to 
report back to council bosses every quarter 
on progress. It comes after an Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion branded the authority’s care and safe¬ 
guarding of vulnerable children as 
“inadequate”. 

The department’s capacity to improve 


was also rated as inadequate in the damning 
report. 

Walsall Council’s cabinet were due yester¬ 
day to discuss the matter for the first time 
since the problems came to light in July. 

A report by Paul Sheehan, chief executive 
of the council, says: “The main findings of 
the Ofsted report are very concerning and 
disappointing. Out of a total of 22 judgment 
areas, eight areas of practice were found to 
be inadequate. 


“The Department for Education has indi¬ 
cated that the council will now receive an 
improvement notice which will outline key 
actions and timescales, as well as the expec¬ 
tation that an improvement board will be 
established with an independent chairman. 

“Immediate steps have been taken to put 
this in place together with improvements in 
front line practice and management deci¬ 
sion-making.” 

Some of the improvements have been 


given a three-month deadline and some six 
months. 

Walsall Council’s cabinet is being asked to 
note the findings of the Ofsted report, 
approve the establishment of an improve¬ 
ment board “to drive the rapid progress 
required through the improvement plan” 
and receive quarterly updates. 

A new boss has been brought in to run 
children’s services. Rose Collinson took over 
from Pauline Pilkington. 


Teen forced to drive 
with machete at face 


A TEENAGER was kidnapped and forced to 
drive a gang of four across the region with a 
machete held to his face before they attacked 
another man on Christmas Day, a court heard. 

The 17-year-old was kidnapped by the thugs from near 
Walsall bus station, where he had been waiting in his saloon 
car. He was with friends in the car waiting for another 


person when the gang struck 

The passengers were 
ordered out by Luke 
Jenkins, 22, who had a 
machete, Mr Oliver Wool- 
house, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Jenkins then climbed in 
the vehicle followed by 
David Hughes, 26, 19-year- 
old Matthew Sutton and Lee 
Ratcliffe, aged 27. 

Mr Woolhouse revealed: 
“The young driver made the 
journey with the machete 
held close to his face.” 

Confronted 

They failed to get an 
answer from a house in 
Hordern Road, Whitmore 
Reans, when Jonathan 
Lewis and a friend stopped 
in their car to deliver a gift 
nearby. 

Mr Woolhouse said: “He 
was confronted by Jenkins 
who was swinging the 
machete about and demand¬ 
ing a parcel that he claimed 
to be expecting. Mr Lewis 


at 1.30am.

was subjected to a sustained 
attack while pleading that 
he knew of no parcel. 

Mr Lewis, who will be 
scarred for life, told detec¬ 
tives: “I thought I was going 
to die.” 

While the kidnapped 
teenager said: “I am now 
frightened to go out on my 
own, do not feel safe and 
have trouble sleeping.” 

The defendants, all from 
Walsall, each admitted 
kidnap and possession of an 
offensive weapon. 

Ratcliffe from Sandwell 
Street was jailed for four 
years. Jenkins also from 
Sandwell Street, also admit¬ 
ted wounding with intent 
and was jailed for 10 years. 

Sutton, of Bath Street, 
Caldmore, and Hughes, of 
no fixed address, both 
further admitted wounding 
and were each locked up for 
five-and-a-half years.

Despite issuing the pair after the 
17-year-old swimmer’s record-break¬ 
ing gold medal achievements, Royal 
Mail failed to stock any of the stamps 
at the post office in Aldridge where 
fans, friends and relatives have been 
trying to buy them. 

Now bosses have insisted the 
special stamps are on their way to the 
branch in High Street after customers 
complained. 


The stamps were issued last week 
after Ellie stormed to victory in the 
200m individual medley and the 400m 
freestyle. 

She also picked up a bronze in the 
50m freestyle and has had a postbox 
painted gold in her honour in 
Aldridge. 

Win 

Royal Mail bosses said the stamps 
could be bought at Walsall Wood post 
office, almost two miles away, but that 
they would be rolled out to her home 
town post office soon. 

Adrian Booth, a spokesman for 
Royal Mail, said: “There were 500 
post offices that volunteered to be the 


offices that would be on the frontline 
for these stamps. 

“Obviously, we did not know which 
athletes were going to win and where 
they would come from. 

“We hope the stamps would be 
rolled out to Aldridge so people can get 
them there.”

Council stung by losing wasp cash 


CASH-STRAPPED councils have 
lost out on tens of thousands of 
pounds - including a £16,000 short¬ 
fall for Walsall - because the bad 
weather has reduced calls for wasp 
nests to be removed. 

Demand for council wasp removal 
services has plummeted as the wet 
and cold summer has seen the 
number of complaints drop with 
fewer wasps breeding. 


Walsall bosses are £16,000 down 
on revenue expected to be generated 
from the pest control service. 

Walsall environment boss Coun¬ 
cillor Tom Ansell, explained that 
treatments for ants, fleas, weevils 
and beetles are chargeable. 

Control 

But the largest individual source 
of income for the pest control service 


throughout the summer months is 
in usually treating wasps nests. 

“Long hot summers mean we 
have sometimes topped 1,000 call¬ 
outs at £48 per call-out, or £27 for 
those on specified benefits,” said 
Councillor Ansell. 

“Last year, for example, was a 
good year for wasps nests with just 
under 1,000 jobs being carried out. 

“This year, however, the all too 


familiar long periods of terribly wet 
weather has seen a dramatic reduc¬ 
tion in the number of wasp nests 
jobs completed. 

“So far we have had 158. By this 
time last year we’d had 790. 

Some councils including Cannock 
and Sandwell do not charge for the 
service and they had also seen a sig¬ 
nificant reduction in call outs to deal 
with wasps’ nests.

A HEALTH and social care worker in 
Walsall - who met Usain Bolt at the 
Olympics - also volunteered at the Para¬ 
lympic Games.

Mr 
Nye, of Penkridge, who works in health and 
social care for Walsall Council, was an 
Olympic VIP volunteer when he drove one

Mr Nye has been a 
friend of Seb Coe since the pair ran together 
when studying at Loughborough University. 

“It was great” he said. “Seb Coe asked in 
2007 whether I would be interested in 
working for LOCOG (London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games). I got to meet Usain Bolt track when 
he was warming up for 100m semi finals. He 
was very relaxed and laid back.”

Tracey Keates stole bank 
cards from the couple’s room 
at Harden Hall care home in 
Coalpool Lane. 

The 36-year-old, of 
Marbury Drive, Bilston, 
made four withdrawals from 
their accounts using cash 
machines during April and 
May, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last week. 

Mr Richard Franck, pros¬ 
ecuting, said she was 
rumbled when the victim 
noticed his 85-year-old 
wife’s purse missing and 
their accounts dwindling. 

CCTV 

A police inquiry revealed 
Keates had been caught on 
CCTV at cash machines 
across the Black Country 
making withdrawals. 

Keates admitted stealing 
the £4,355.40, telling them 
she had just come out of a 
violent relationship and had 
debts from pay day loans. 

She admitted two charges 
of theft and one of fraud by 
false representation. 

Recorder Andrew Easteal, 
sentencing Keates, called 
her behaviour “disgusting” 
and said it had caused “huge 
distress”. He said: “The care 
home was the place they had 
gone because they felt they 
needed help and care and 
security. That is what you 
stole from them. A termi¬ 
nally ill woman and her 
elderly husband, you stole 
their peace of mind.” 

She was handed a 12- 
month prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 24 months, with 
a 12-month supervision 
requirement. 

She was also told to do 200 
hours unpaid work and pay 
back the full amount stolen 
in compensation within 28 
days.

After hearing her fate, the 
Keates said: “I’m really 
sorry. I’m paying back the 
full amount.” 

Recorder Andrew Easteal 
ordered her to pay back the 
£4,355.40 which she with¬ 
drew from the elderly 
couple’s accounts using a 
Lloyds TSB bank card and 
MasterCard. 

The court heard she had 
found the cards in a room at 
the care home in Coalpool 
Lane. She stole the money in 
April and May this year and 
was dismissed from her role 
after the thefts emerged. 

Mark Greaves, of Ideal 
Care Homes, said staff had 
kept in close contact with 
the families of the victims. 

He added: “We undertook 
all the required checks with 
regards to the background of 
this person. We are hugely 
disappointed she breached 
trust.” 

The court heard that part 
of the cash went towards a 
deposit on a house. 

Mr Easteal, sentencing 
Keates, told her: “You have 
emerged from two violent 
relationships. Other people 
manage far worse and don’t 
resort to the sort of disgust¬ 
ing behaviour you did.” 


Keen eye of 
a witness 
put burglar 
behind bars 

A BURGLAR who commit¬ 
ted a string of offences 
across Walsall and Warwick¬ 
shire has been jailed. 

Luke McDonnell, aged 26 
from Hudson Road, Rugby, 
pleaded guilty to breaking 
into three properties in the 
Walsall area in July. 

McDonnell admitted 
breaking into an address on 
Holtshill Lane, Walsall, on 
July 23 where he stole a 
laptop and other items. 

Description 

He was arrested the same 
day when a police officer 
spotted him in Digbeth after 
a witness was able to supply 
a description of the offender. 

He later admitted to 
another burglary on Rugeley 
Avenue, New Invention, 
which happened on July 27 
and an attempted burglary 
at Sutton Road, Walsall, on 
July 24. McDonnelll also 
admitted to two burglaries 
in Warwickshire. He was 
sentenced to 21 months at 
Rugby Crown Court.

Concern at 
lack of new 
homes in 
Darlaston 

Just 30 new homes have 
been built in the past year in 
Darlaston - despite plan¬ 
ning permission being in 
place for more than 1,000. 

A councillor in Darlaston 
South hit out at the lack of 
new homes in the area, 
despite swathes of land 
being derelict. Council 
bosses said the problem was 
a national one. 

Seventeen new homes 
were completed in Darlaston 
South in the past financial 
year. A further 13 were com¬ 
pleted in the neighbouring 
Bentley and Darlaston 
North ward. 

Across the borough, 539 
new homes were built, 
despite planning permission 
existing for 3,632. 

Planning permission 
exists for 1,026 homes in 
Darlaston that have not yet 
been started. 

Councillor Doug James, 
representative for Darlaston 
South, said: “Urgent invest¬ 
ment and delivery is needed 
to provide homes for young 
families, local people and 
bring neglected brownfield 
sites back into production.” 

He claimed waiting lists 
for new homes were 
growing. “It’s a particular 
problem in Darlaston 
South,” he added. 

Councillor Adrian 

Andrew, cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “This is a 
major national issue, not 
just a Walsall one.” 

Green light for 
shops revamp 

IMPROVEMENTS to refur¬ 
bish and renovate shop 
fronts in Willenhall town 
centre have been backed by 
council chiefs. 

Moves to carry out work, 
in Stafford Street, were 
approved by Walsall Council 
planning bosses under dele¬ 
gated powers.

Bos$ promising a sensible 
approach to bus lane fines

MOVES to film motorists driving 
on bus lanes in Walsall will be 
relaxed due to concerns that one 
of the borough’s main roads is 
too narrow. 

A mobile camera is being introduced to 
target motorists who illegally queue-jum. 
But fears have been expressed that drivers 
using Bloxwich Road are forced into the bus 
lane because of the lack of width. 

Lorries and buses travelling towards 
Bloxwich sometimes have to veer onto the 
opposite carriageway due to parked vehi¬ 
cles. This means cars going in the other 
direction have to go into the bus lane. 

Walsall Council chiefs said “common 
sense” will be applied along Blox-wich Road 
and say that t Those who are unavoidably 
forced into the bus lane will not be issued 
with £60 fines. 

Highways chiefs admitted there are no 
plans to widen the route. 

Removed 

Blakenall councillor Pete Smith said the 
bus lane should be removed entirely for 
safety reasons. 

“It is a hazard, there are definitely prob¬ 
lems as you approach the junction,” he said. 

Transport boss councillor Tom Ansell 
said: “There aren’t any plans to widen this 
stretch of road. If drivers have no choice but 
to use the bus lane then they will not be 
fined. If they use the lane for convenience, 
then yes, they can expect to be charged. 

“It goes without saying that a little 
common sense will prevail with issues such 
as this.” 

A mobile camera is due to come into force 
next month. Those caught on camera will be 
issued with a £60 fine, which will be halved 
if paid within 14 days. Those who fail to pay 
within 56 days will see the bill rise to £90.

LEISURE chiefs insist that short¬ 
term inconvenience caused by 
work to re-open contaminated 
playing fields in Walsall will be 
worthwhile in the long run. 

The six-week scheme to bring Broadway 
West Playing Fields back into use for ball 
games is being carried out this month. 

Ball games have been banned for almost 
a decade after dangerous metals were found 
in soil samples but a £400,000 project to 
bring them back into use has been agreed. 

This includes the installation of an engi¬ 
neering cap and new top soil. 

Residents and motorists have been 
warned more than 20 lorries a day are due 
to arrive at the site. 

Valuable 

But leisure chief councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “While there are impacts asso¬ 
ciated with any large scale construction 
activity it is felt that the benefits of return¬ 
ing this valuable sports area back into 
formal use is well worth the possibility of 
some short term inconvenience. 

“The council is investing a lot of time and 
effort on this project and will continue to 
liaise with residents and interested parties 
on how best to use this asset in the future.” 

Despite the work, sports will still not be 
able to take place on the site until next year.

Finishing touches at 
new rugby clubhouse 

THE finishing touches are being made to a new £350,000 
clubhouse at an arson-hit rugby club in Walsall. 

Work on the new structure at Aldridge Rugby Club is on 
track to finish this month and a grand opening is being 
planned. 

The club secured £120,000 funding from two sports 
bodies towards the project. 

The new-look facility will have changing rooms, a 
meeting room, dining space, showers, toilets and a bar. 

It will also allow the club to introduce more teams and 
comes after a suspected arson attack at the Bourne Vale site 
in 2009. 

Planning permission was granted last year for the 
scheme and the club has had £70,000 of funding from the 
Rugby Football Union and £50,000 from Sport England. 


Council will 
help waste 
film move to 
protect jobs 


FORMAL notices regarding enforcement 
action have been served on a waste company 
that came under fire after claims dust from 
the site was blowing on to gravestones at a 
Darlaston cemetery. 


AB Waste was criticised by 
people complaining that 
dust was settling on head¬ 
stones at James Bridge 
Cemetery. 

It emerged that the Ceme¬ 
tery Road firm had extended 
operations onto the site of 
the former Railway Inn, in 
Kendricks Road, and the 
Junction Works site, off 
Cemetery Road. 

But neither site has the 
relevant planning permis¬ 
sion for the range of their 
current uses. 

Walsall Council’s deputy 
leader Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “We’re 

working with the company 
to help them relocate to a 
more suitable site to main¬ 
tain jobs in the borough. 

Monitored 

“Formal notices have been 
served on the company and 
the next step will be to serve 
the enforcement notices on 
all relevant parties requir¬ 
ing cessation of operations if 
necessary. 

“The Cemetery Road site 
is still operating and condi¬ 
tions there are being moni¬ 
tored by council officers.” 

Councillor Andrew added: 
“It’s our duty to honour the 
promise we made to resi¬ 
dents who asked us to inter¬ 
vene but it’s worth 
remembering this is a legal 
process that takes time. But 
we are now moving well 
along that process.” 

An enforcement notice 
gives the firm six months to 
cease work on the Junction 
Works site and three months 
to cease work on the former 
pub site. 

The authority stated the 
reason for taking enforce¬ 
ment action was because the 
use of the land was harmful 
to the amenity of the area 
through appearance, noise, 
traffic and dust spreading to 
the cemetery.

REOPENING Walsall New 
Art Gallery on Sundays will 
help the “renaissance” of 
the town, says the council’s 
leisure chief. 

The £21 million building 
will extend its hours from 
September 30. 

The aim is to draw in more 
visitors and boost the 
gallery’s bid to host the pres¬ 
tigious Turner Prize art 
competition. 

The town is undergoing 
major regeneration work 
with a hotel opening at the 
nearby Waterfront soon 

It also emerged that a new 
leisure and shopping 
complex is being lined up at 
land near to Tesco. 

Walsall Council want the 
modern gallery to remain a 
centre piece of the town. 

Economic 

The borough’s leisure 
chief councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “Walsall’s ren¬ 
aissance is continuing and 
restoring Sunday opening at 
the gallery will support the 
Coalition’s vision for provid¬ 
ing sustained economic 
development and growth.”

A-LEVEL pupils across the Black 
Country who would normally be 
expected to go to top ranking uni¬ 
versities further afield are choos¬ 
ing to stay closer to home 
because of the hike in tuition 
fees, according to education 
bosses. 

Many pupils who gained their results this 
summer are choosing to commute and live 
at home, go to cheaper universities or have 
decided not to go to university at all. 

Estimates reveal that students could end 
up leaving university with a student debt of 
around £40,000. 

Helen Keenan, from Brownhills School in 
Walsall, said she has seen more pupils 
choose to go to university closer to home. 

She explained: “We actually have more 
pupils going to university this year but the 
way they are choosing a university has 
changed. 

“Pupils are looking at the financial conse¬ 
quences of the university they choose.” 

Pank Patel, headteacher at Wednesbury’s 
Wood Green Academy, said he had seen a big 
difference this year. 

“Some pupils I would normally have 
expected to go off to red brick universities 
are choosing to stay local, or go to universi¬ 
ties which have lower fees,” he said. “Others 
I would have previously expected to go to 
university are deciding to go straight into 
work. ” 

Claire Evans, headteacher of Wednesfield 
High School in Wolverhampton, said she 
had not seen a drop in the number of univer¬ 
sity applications. But she had noticed some 
students who would have usually chosen to 
live in digs in Birmingham while attending 
the city’s universities were instead choosing 
to stay at home.

1 taxi fares failing 
to attract customers 


A SCHEME that allows people to 
flag down a black cab and travel 
into Walsall town centre for just 
£1 is failing, say cabbies. 

Black cab drivers said there had been 
minimal interest in Town for a Pound, 
launched around three months ago. 

The scheme aims to combat the “dead 
mileage” of journeys back to the taxi rank 
and increase town centre footfall. 

Mirza Khalid, chairman of the Hackney 
Carriage Association in Walsall, said it may 
be a sign of the times and claimed business 
in the borough was at the slowest pace he 
had experienced in 12 years driving taxis. 

Mr Khalid, aged 41, said: “We haven’t had 
a very good response so far. We have had 
some people on weekends but during the 
week there’s nothing. 

Unaffordable 

“We are still going to run it but a group of 
drivers will be getting together to consider 
the best way of advertising it.” 

He added: “It’s so slow at the moment. 
I’ve never seen it this bad. This year has 
been horrendous.” 

He said the taxi business was becoming 
unaffordable and some were giving up. 

He added: “I used to be able to take £100 
on a Friday night and last Friday I only took 
£35, before I had to pay out for anything.” 

Cabs taking part in the Town for a Pound 
scheme display a yellow oval bumper 
sticker with a “£” symbol on it. A similar 
scheme has proved successful in Bradford. 

Fare increases for passengers in black 
cabs in Walsall also came into force in June.

Closing patients' centre 
funds will be reinvested

A BOXING scheme has proved a 
knockout success in the Black 
Country, with girls inspired by 
Olympic gold medallist Nicola 
Adams signing up for lessons in the 
sport. 

A six-week course has been 
running on Mondays at Moxley 
People’s Centre, in Queen Street, 
over the summer holidays, led by 
former British and WBU mid¬ 
dleweight champion Wayne Elcock. 

Every week, up to 20 youngsters 


have been turning up to be put 
though their paces by the former 
boxing champ. 

Coach 

Mr Elcock said: “The turnout in 
Moxley has been really great every 
week and we’ve definitely seen more 
girls giving it a go.” 

Mr Elcock even enlisted the help 
of a female boxing coach, Shannon 
Cooks, to help encourage even more 
girls to join in. 


MONEY used to fund a doomed rehabili¬ 
tation centre in Walsall will be reinvested 
into other care services in the borough, 
council bosses say. 

Around £1 million is invested annually in 
Rushall Mews which has supported more 
than 1,000 discharged hospital patients 
over the past few years but is closing on 
October 1. Services will move to Hollybank 
House, in Willenhall, and funding is to be 
reinvested in that facility 

There will also be services supporting 
people at home. 

A total of 59 staff currently employed by 
Housing 21 will become employees of 
Walsall Council under the transfer. 

Council bosses say the change may 
involve a small number of voluntary redun¬ 
dancies but no compulsory redundancies 
are planned. 

Independence 

Councillor Barbara McCracken, Walsall 
Council’s portfolio holder for social care and 
health, said: “We want to stress that we are 
working towards redesigning our services 
so that residents are supported to regain 
their independence through reablement 
and return home as soon as possible. 

“The current service provided at Rushall 
Mews, which offers only temporary accom¬ 
modation and support, will continue in the 
form of a beds based intermediate care 
centre at Hollybank House as well as with 
our Frail Elderly Pathway which means 
more older people are supported to live at 
home and avoid a return to hospital.” 

She said staff at the New Street centre 
played a key role in the transfer. 

“The funding associated with Rushall 
Mews is being reinvested to ensure that the 
Frail Elderly Pathway and Hollybank 
House have the right level of service to meet 
the needs of older people for intermediate 
care services. 

“No savings are planned from this change 
in 2012/13 and a decision on the level of 
savings from April 2013 onwards will be dis¬ 
cussed in the next round of budget talks.”

family in June last year. 

Thomas and two accom¬ 
plices smashed down the 
door of a bedroom where the 
woman and two children, 
aged four and six, were 
hiding. She was able to raise 
the alarm and her husband 
arrived to confront the gang 
as they fled with £1,000. 

Police were able to trace 
the gang after he noted the 
registration of the gang’s 
Audi A3 getaway car.

Police said the car was 
reported stolen a few hours 
later by a man who had 
reportedly acted as a 
getaway driver.

Thomas, of Court Lane, 
Erdington, received a six- 
year jail sentence after being

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Circular saws 
used on cash 
machines in 
gang’s raids 


A GANG of four raiders stole almost £700,000 
from cash machines at supermarkets across 
the country by attacking them with circular 
saws, a court heard. 

High-powered cars, including Audis and BMWs, were 
stolen by the men from Walsall and Birmingham, to use 
during the raids and were driven at speeds of up to 150mph 
during police pursuits, Birmingham Crown Court heard on 
Monday. Co-op stores were targeted during the 14-month 
spree by the group, who wore masks and balaclavas. 

Noel Reilly, aged 33, of Southmead Way, Birchills, and 
David Holmes, 31, of Perch Road, Walsall, admitted two 
charges of conspiring to commit commercial burglaries 
between September 2010 and November 2011 and burglary 
in October last year. 

Simon Phillips, 33, of Hullbrook Road, Billesley, and 
Darren Buckley, 35, of Hazelville Road, Acocks Green, 
admitted conspiring to commit commercial and house bur¬ 
glaries between September 2010 and October 2011. 

Mr Nicholas Cartwright, prosecuting, said there were 33 
attacks on cashpoints, with £684,210 stolen and only 
£83,000 recovered. 

Co-op stores in the Park 
Hall area of Walsall, Solihull 
and Northfield and Quinton 
in Birmingham, were tar¬ 
geted in the Midlands. 

A total of £84,000 was 
taken during a single raid on 
a cash machine in Suffolk. 

Targeted 

Mr Cartwright said 
homes were targeted on six 
occasions for car keys, 
laptops and tablet comput¬ 
ers, with one Audi being 
taken from an address in

Recalling man who bought 
his wife at Walsall market 


AS WE get older the areas we 
live in change with us and it is 
only when we see old photos 
like these featured here, that 
we recall what it was like in 
our youth. 

The old Christ Church vicarage at 
Burntwood has long gone to make way 
for more modern houses. Vicarages 
like these were expensive to maintain, 
though the expansion of nursing 
homes, and the like, found them ideal, 
so many fine houses were saved from 
the bulldozers. 

Burntwood Hall escaped this fate, by 
alteration and conversion into flats. 
Now it is a fine house. 

Opposite the gateway to St 
Matthew’s Hospital was Glasscroft, 
now Jones Lane, seen here decorated 
for the Coronation of George VI, in 
1937. Some much loved buildings meet

an accidental demise, such as the 
Chase Terrace High School on Bridge 
Cross Road, Chase Terrace. Burned 
beyond repair in August 2002, a fine 
new building replaces it, which ironi¬ 
cally, is much more suited to modern 
schooling techniques. 

Last month was the 10th anniver¬ 
sary of the fire. 

Also long gone is the row of houses 
up the part of Rugeley Road, Burnt¬ 
wood known as Nags Hill. These 
houses long rejoiced in the name Tub 
and Bucket Row, because rainwater 
was collected from the drainpipes to 
use for domestic purposes,with drink¬ 
ing water coming from a well. It was a 
form of recycling. 

Many of the families who lived there 
had been there for generations, one of 
them going down into folklore as the 
man who bought his wife at Walsall 


market for 2/6d, 12 and a half pence in 
today’s money. In reality he was not 
legally married, but had come to an 
arrangement with a farmer round the 
corner who wanted shut of his wife 
because of her infidelity. Selling one’s 
wife in a public market place was like 
getting a divorce in those days, though 
wasn’t recognised as so in law. One 
building still standing is Edial Hall. 

Slideshow 

The Edial Hall of Samuel Johnson 
fame has long gone, but the adjoining 
servants’ and farm building survived 
and is now a fine house in its own right. 

All these photos and many more 
were featured in the Chase Heritage 
Group’s monthly slideshow/film night 
this month.

Council finance chief wants 
to protect benefit claimants

HUNDREDS of dolls house collec¬ 
tors descended on the County 
Showground in Stafford for a fair.

Jennifer Roberts, who runs Jen¬ 
nifer’s of Walsall which specialises 
in Dolls Houses and Miniatures, 
said: “It is something the whole 
family can do.” 


A COUNCIL boss in Walsall says it 
is right to protect council tax 
benefit claimants in the face of a 
£3.3 million cut in Government 
funding. 

Councils currently get a subsidy for deliver¬ 
ing the benefit. They carry out the work for 
the Department of Work and Pensions. 

But this funding is due to be cut by around 
10 per cent, leaving Walsall facing a £3.3 
million shortfall. 

Cabinet members were expected to agree 
that the costs should be covered from other 
savings and income streams when they met 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

This means the cut will not be passed on to 
residents and they will not have to find an 
extra £4.31 per week. 

Vulnerable 

Finance boss Chris Towe said: “In Walsall 
around 35,000 households receive council tax 
benefit; if we passed on the reduction in 
subsidy to almost 19,000 current working 
aged council tax benefit customers this would 
see them having to find around an extra £4.31 
per week. 

“We appreciate that any changes in the way 
benefits are administered are extremely wor¬ 
rying for those who will be affected and we 
must try to protect our most vulnerable resi¬ 
dents including disabled people and families 
with children, from loss in entitlement.” 

He added: “That’s why I believe it is right 
for us to protect claimants from any changes 
for the first year while an alternative system 
is put in place. 

“This is in line with what some of our 
neighbouring local councils are proposing to 
do.”

A SUNNY alternative to all those cold and dark 
Scandinavian crime thrillers, this Italian series was 
originally shown on BBC Four (the latest series is on 
now) and features Luca Zingaretti as the laid-back 
Sicilian detective. He does his best to solve murder 
mysteries whilst deflecting political manoeuvring 
from above and malign Mafia influences from below. 

The collection includes six episodes on three discs 
and is subtitled, which would probably be a good 
thing even if you can speak Italian as all the charac¬ 
ters seem to talk as if on fast-forward. 

Borgia (15) 

Not to be confused with The Borgias epic currently 
being shown by Sky, this is an equally glossy but less 
soapy telling of the rise to power of one family in Ren¬ 
aissance Italy.

(Penguin, paperback, £7.99) 
THE creator of Adrian Mole pres¬ 
ents us with another memorable 
character in Eva Beaver. 

This 50-year-old wife and mother, 
after despatching her teenaged twins 
to university, chucks tomato soup all 
over the chair she has spent two years 
embroidering and takes to her bed... for 
a year. 

It soon turns out that this is more 
than a mere midlife crisis or even a 
nervous breakdown, as Eva’s determi¬ 
nation to stay on the sheets confounds 
her family and turns her into a 
celebrity. 

Eva’s dramatic way of reappraising 
her life allows Townsend to wittily 
point out the absurdities in modern 
suburban life. 

This is a novel to provoke many wry 
smiles rather than belly laughs.

Four Children and It - 

Jacqueline Wilson 

(Puffin, hardback, £12.99) 

The UK’s top children’s author gives 
a modern twist to the classic Five Chil¬ 
dren and It by E Nesbit. The Edwar¬ 
dian tale is brought up to date with a 
squabbling modern family from the 
creator of Tracy Beaker. But they meet 
their match in the mysterious wish¬ 
granting Psammead. Wilson respects 
her source and probably hopes that 
introducing It to today’s young readers 
will encourage them to read the origi¬ 
nal and maybe more of Edith Nesbit’s 
work, such as The Railway Children. 

The Dog Stars - Peter Heller

Set in a near future America ravaged 
by killer flu and climate change, this 
first novel by adventurer Peter Heller 
is more a meditation on loss and loneli¬ 
ness than a killed-or-be-killed post¬ 


apocalypse thriller. It has similarities 
with Cormac McCarthy’s bleak The 
Road, including irritating anti-gram¬ 
matical devices (lack of speech marks). 

But the story of pilot Hig has hope 
and the character has battered 
decency. When the action does come, it 
is all the more gripping because we like 
Hig and his dog but not his trigger- 
happy partner. 

The Weekend Cookbook - 

Catherine Hill 

(Penguin, hardback, £18.99) 

The whole weekend is sorted by food 
writer Catherine Hill, from something 
easy for Friday night, via breakfasts 
that will want to make you leap out of 
bed, to fancy Saturday night dinners 
and hearty Sunday lunches. Nicely 
illustrated by Tim Winter’s photo¬ 
graphs, Hill’s cookbook aims for 
maximum results for minimum effort 
and her recipes look very tasty indeed.

Family matters are set 
to complicate events 


T he First World War is over, Sybil 
is pregnant with her first child 
and Mary is about to marry 
Matthew. 

So, as we enter 1920, everything is 
well in the Crawley family’s world, 
right? 

Well, not exactly - after all, this is a 
TV drama, so misery, scandal, back¬ 
biting, chaos and tragedy can only be 
just around the corner. 

Certainly life at Downton Abbey 
may never be the same again - 
Bates remains in jail after being 
wrongly convicted of his wife’s 
murder, and butler Carson is 
struggling to find the ‘right’ kind of 
person to join the staff; it seems that 
the war has changed everything and 
people are no longer happy to spend 
their lives waiting hand and foot on 
wealthy aristocrats, not when they 
may have a chance to make 
something of themselves. 

Of course the biggest news from 
this third series is that Oscar-winning 
Hollywood megastar Shirley MacLaine 
is joining the cast as Cora’s 
redoubtable mother, Martha Levinson, 
who makes the journey across the 


Atlantic for the big Crawley wedding. 

“In those days the American women 
who had money were looking for titles, 
and the titled men were looking for 
American money,” explains MacLaine. 
“So Martha fits the bill of the American 
matriarch who lands across the pond 
with money. And they expect her to 
finance whatever’s wrong with 
Downton Abbey.” 

The actress, whose previous 
projects include such massive 
cinematic hits as Sweet Charity, 

Terms of Endearment, The Apartment 
and Steel Magnolias, will only be 
appearing in a handful of episodes, 
but is sure that her character will live 
long in the memory. 

“She is extremely outspoken. 
Martha’s basic role in these episodes 
is to plead with the Dowager 
Countess to wrest herself, if possible, 
away from tradition, because that’s 
what caused the war in the first place, 
and to become more flexible in 
relating to change.” 

What viewers are looking forward to 
is seeing MacLaine and Maggie Smith 
(who plays the Dowager Countess), 
lock horns on screen - after all, they 


are two of the acting game’s most 
formidable, experienced and talented 
women. 

But MacLaine lets us down slightly 
by claiming there won’t be fireworks 
between them: ‘The gunfight at the OK 
Corral does not happen between 
Maggie and me. We do a little sparring, 
we have our moments, but it’s more 
sophisticated than that. Martha is not 
just a crass, cranky American coming 
in there to call a spade a spade. She’s 
very smart and to a large extent 
sensitive as to what’s going on with all 
her daughter’s children. 

‘And Maggie’s character is so well 
established, but you have to look 
beyond what is her expected reaction 
to Martha. The Dowager Countess is 
a human being who has complications 
and a past of some pain that Martha 
understands - and to some extent 
addresses herself to.” 

MacLaine does, however, admit that 
she had a grand old time, and 
especially enjoyed filming at Highclere 
Castle, which doubles as Downton. 

She’s also sure we’re going to enjoy 
watching her character in action - 
and, frankly, we can’t wait to see her.

The new Toyota Auris has seen major changes, including body styling and the car’s interior 

New-look Toyota to be 
unveiled at Paris show 


TOYOTA will give the new 
Auris its first public appear¬ 
ance at the Paris Motor Show. 

The most obvious change is the 
updated styling, including Toyota’s 
new ‘face’ and more angular rear 
lights, which look very much like the 
units on the Hyundai i30. 

The Auris has come in for criticism 
over its life but the new model aims to 
change that with a much-improved 
interior, sharper styling and a more 
cleverly packaged interior. 

A Toyota insider was quoted as 
saying the new model’s interior look, 
feel and outright quality is a ‘quantum 


leap’ ahead of the outgoing one. 

To make the new cabin feel much 
more upmarket than before, Toyota 
has paid special attention to the 
‘sensory quality’ of the cabin and has 
worked in tiny detail to achieve a sense 
of visual unity by using consistent 
lighting, colours and finishes. 

Full hybrid, diesel and petrol ver¬ 
sions of the Derbyshire-built car will be 
produced, with the spread of the range 
expected to be broadly similar to the 
current line-up. Expect a choice includ¬ 
ing a 1.4-litre diesel, a 1.3-litre petrol 
and a 1.6-litre petrol. 

Weight management has been a key 
part of Toyota’s development of the 


Auris, and unnecessary bulk has been 
cut out at every chance to reduce the 
car’s weight by around 40kg depending 
on the model. 

To enhance efficiency, special atten¬ 
tion has been paid to aerodynamics. 

A 55mm reduction in the height of 
the all-new bodyshell helps achieve a 
low drag coefficient of 0.28; excellent 
for the class and down from 0.29 for the 
Auris it replaces. 

On-sale dates, UK prices and full 
specifications will be released at an as- 
yet unspecified date after the Paris 
show.

New Volvo sets record in 
Euro NCAP collision test 


THE all-new Volvo V40 has 
received the top rating of five 
stars in the Euro NCAP colli¬ 
sion test. The overall result is 
the best ever recorded by the 
institute. 

“A fantastic result. We are very 
proud to have one of the world’s safest 
cars and we’re taking yet another 
important step toward our 2020 
target - that nobody should die or be 
seriously injured in a new Volvo,” says 
Thomas Broberg, senior technical 
advisor safety at Volvo Car Corpora¬ 
tion. 

As of 2009, European safety insti¬ 
tute Euro NCAP has presented an 
overall rating for each car model whose 
safety it tests. Separate tests are 
carried out in four different sub-cate¬ 
gories, which are then ranked to 


produce an overall grade. The four cat¬ 
egories are adult occupant protection, 
child protection, pedestrian protection 
and safety assist. 

It is not only the overall result that 
is a record-high. The all-new Volvo 
V40’s protection for adults was also the 
best result ever recorded in a test, no 
less than 98 per cent. 

During the development of the all- 
new Volvo V40, the goal was to build in 
the same safety level as in larger cars. 
The holistic approach, a strong struc¬ 
ture and systems such as the WHIPS 
whiplash protection system form the 
basis for the excellent result. 

In the safety assist category, the 
Volvo V40 scores maximum points. 

“The new Volvo V40 was launched as 
the most intelligent and the safest car 
in its segment, and it is truly packed 
with active safety systems such as auto 


brake, Pedestrian Detection to shield 
pedestrians, Lane Keeping Aid which 
helps the driver stay within his or her 
lane, and BLIS which helps the driver 
detect vehicles in the offset rear ‘blind 
spot’,” says Thomas Broberg. 

In the pedestrian protection cate¬ 
gory too, the Volvo V40 sets a new 
record. One important factor here is 
the innovative, unique pedestrian 
airbag. Sensors in the front of the car 
detect any contact with a pedestrian. 

A pyrotechnical charge releases the 
bonnet hinges and elevates the bonnet 
with the help of an airbag. 

The inflated airbag’s cushioning 
effect combined with the increased dis¬ 
tance to the hard components in the 
engine compartment help protect the 
pedestrian’s head in any impact.

IF all those numbers finally come up and the 
lottery winnings are secure in the bank 
account, one of the first things most people 
would look to do would be buy a new car. 

What about suggesting a car for every day of the week 
because it does appear that this is now possible with the 
latest incarnation of the Mini Series, writes Bob Hickman. 

The new Mini Roadster isn’t just a convertible, because 
Mini already has a four-seater convertible. No, the new Mini 
Cooper cabriolet is based on the coupe version but it now 
has the benefit of a soft top which can be stored away for 
open-top motoring. 

This, however, is where convention changes in that this 
Mini is a pure two-seater, it has lost the two back seats. 
There isn’t even space to put a small child behind the seat, 
you may be lucky to put a coat or a jumper but that is about 
it. This is competition for, dare I say it, the ubiquitous 
Mazda MX-5, even the Audi TT, or other pure two-seater 
small cars. 

Mini has attempted to change the looks of this vehicle to 
tempt more buyers. After all, when you already have a Mini 
convertible, you need something slightly different to make 
people change, and it does have a more stylish look. The roof 
is lower and the front windscreen is extremely rakish. One 
big advantage this new vehicle has over its sibling is the fact 
that it has a very useable boot. 

To lower the cabriolet roof you unclip a catch at the front 
and lift it up and then an electric motor takes it away. This 
could be an issue for some people. My wife, who is not the 
strongest of people, had difficulty twisting the mechanism 
and certainly more difficulty pushing the mechanism up 
before the electrics took over. That said, once the roof was 
stored it was a delightful vehicle to drive and to appreciate 
the joys of open-top motoring. 

Blind spots 

I was not keen on the roof-up driving mode, there are an 
enormous amount of blind spots at the rear, made worse 
because you don’t have the two rear side windows that the 
four-seater convertible has. However, with the aid of rear 
parking sensors and time to adapt and be careful when 
reversing, I suppose I could live with this. 

The new cabriolet is available with three petrol engines 
with a choice of either 121bhp, or 181bhp in the Cooper S 
which was my test vehicle. This has an alleged top speed of 
141mph and a C02 emissions figure of 139g/km so it is 
never going to be in the cheap tax bracket. There is also the 
fire-breathing 208bhp in the John Cooper Works Special. 
There will be a two-litre diesel available, but I suspect the 
Cooper S will be one of the best sellers and it is quite easy to 
understand why. 

The power and the joy of driving this vehicle heralds a 
return to the days of the hot-hatch, it really is a rewarding 
vehicle, certainly the gear ratios are perfect and the vehicle 
eagerly leapt forward no matter which gear was chosen. 

But the chassis is extremely taut and on anything other 
than a reasonably good surface you feel the jolts and jars. It 
is a very firm ride and I don’t really understand why, I have 
been in thousands of vehicles that handle superbly without 
this taut, tight suspension. 

The driving dynamics are superb, think go-kart if you 
have ever had the privilege of taking one round the track 
and you begin to appreciate what the little Mini is like. It 
holds the road extremely well and at all times the steering 
was rewarding. 

There is some bluster and wind noise when the roof is in 
the down mode, but that is part of the joy of open-top motor¬ 
ing. 

From an interior point of view the dashboard is what you 
expect on a Mini. The huge dial in the middle has creeping 
graphics that sneak around telling you how fast you are 
going. I love the interior lights that give an ambient feel and 
change colour as you are meandering along your way. 

I do not like the switchgear on Minis, I never have done. 
There is a plethora of ‘toggle switches’ and you need to put 
on your glasses to see what each one does -they are over 
complicated. 

Out of the two options, the coupe or the convertible, I 
prefer the convertible. I always think that the coupe looks 
as if it should be a tin-top convertible, it looks squat whereas 
this little two-seater Roadster is a gem, and with prices 
starting at £18,020 I am convinced that yet another Mini 
success story is being written.

SADDLERS fans are breaking out 
the dictionaries to find a word 
they haven’t used for a while. 

That word which has been on the tip of 
their tongues but has disappeared almost 
as quickly as it arrived, writes Nick 
Mashiter. 

It’s been there, lurking in the back¬ 
ground, almost taunting the club because 
they have been so close to earning the 
right to use it under Dean Smith. 

And Saturday’s 1-0 win over Milton 
Keynes Dons offered more evidence it is 
coming back. The word? Optimism. 

Guts, gumption and a goal - from Dean 
Holden - continued the rosy start to the 
season. 

It has taken almost two years under 
Smith to get to a stage where fans have 
reasons to be cheerful. That is down to 
hard work. Smith may have tinkered but 
he hasn’t changed his philosophy since 
day one. 

Caution 

Now, after being granted the proper 
amount of time, his labours may be about 
to bear serious fruit. 

But it is worth noting they had an iden¬ 
tical start to last season - two wins, two 
draws and a defeat - before dramatically 
falling away into a relegation battle that 
they again survived. There was hope then, 
just as there is now, so the Saddlers tread 
with caution laced in their boots. 

Too often has there been a false dawn 
and no-one is yet proclaiming this team to 
be the real thing. It’s just nice to be able to 
bask in a bit of the dawn’s glow. 

The manager will be tired to hear he is 
working with a restricted budget but on 
his pennies and pounds he has moulded a 
squad which has potential. 

James Baxendale, on his full debut, and 
Nicky Featherstone were effective in mid- 
field while right-back Ben Purkiss has 


already impressed. With them Smith has 
experience where it counts. They are not 
‘golden oldies’ yet but the elder statesmen 
of the group, Andy Butler and Holden, led 
by example. The duo are a relatively new 
centre-back pairing but were imperious 
against the Dons. 

Holden scored the winner but victory 
was built from the back. There was no 
repeat of the late collapse which saw 
Brentford snatch a draw last week. 

Holden admitted afterwards the pair 
are ‘old school’ and are happy to do the 
dirty work while those in front of them 
turn on the style. 

It matters not if they don’t possess the 
finesse others do, they are there to defend 
and did it in their own indefatigable way.

Luke Chadwick forced goalkeeper David 
Grof into a sprawling save and Dean 
Bowditch thumped the post but the Sad¬ 
dlers were not for breaking. The Dons, 
lauded for their passing game, were left to 
launch long as the hosts held firm. 

Walsall themselves refused to ditch 
their passing values and kept cool. 
Perhaps the most impressive thing about 
the Saddlers was that there were no signs 
of panic, no unease. There was always a 
sense they would hang on. 

There were some late worries, Daniel 


Powell’s deflected effort kissing the bar 
and Grof denying Alan Smith in stoppage 
time, yet Walsall dealt with the pressure, 
brushing it off with confidence.

But you have to forgive the fans if they 
are experiencing a few butterflies. 

They are feeling an emotion they 
haven’t felt for a long time, something 
which has been missing during two diffi¬ 
cult seasons where it has sometimes been 
hard to see the light. 

They’re not used to feeling it, it’s 
foreign.
